Conspiracy Against Blacks and Puerto 
Ricens At Rutgers Newark 


Jn the beginning of this year the Rut 
gers administration authorized the "Free 
People Organization" to paint the concre 

„te cubos in front of the Dana Library, 
at Rutgers Newark. The members of this 
organization, which is made up of mostly 
whites, were joint by a few blacks and 
Puerto Ricans students, After a while, 
tho members of "The Froe World Organiza- 
tion", which were about 500, got out of 
hand and began painting all ovor the cam 
pus. The Blacks and Puerto Ricans only 
painted a fow liberation flags on the 
« Movertholess, the two top member 
the Puorto Rican Organization, the `< 
two top members of tho Third World Orga- 

nization and another very active black 
studont, were acused of "malicious des- 
trpetion of state property" worth $4,000 
Even though tho white students were the 
only ones responsible, only a couple of 
then were arrested. 

When they were taken to court, the 
jury was in their favor. But, the jud- 
fe, knowing that it was impossible to 
condem them for such a nonsense, seduced 
them to plea guilty to the charge of 
isordely conduct" promising that they 
would not be convicted, This turned out 
to be a dirty trick since the first thing 
that he did was to condem them, 

They were sentenced to probation, fine 
and imprisioment ranging from ten two 
thirty days in jail. After two days in 
jail they were forced to leave them in 
liberty due to the pressure of the Third 
World and Puerto Rican Organizations. 

The conviction of these Blacks and 
Pyerto Rican students was, as it can 
clo»rly seen, an attempt of the adminis- 
tration of Rutgers University to weaken 
tho Third World and Puerto Rican Organi- 
zations. This, as it has been shown , 
failed, as will fail any other trick by 
the Rutgers administration or any body 
else who try to step on the rigths of 
the Black and Puerto Rican people. 
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Carlos Feliciano Wins Release on Bail 


After 16 months in jail, Carlos 
Feliciano, ll year old Puerto Rican 
Nationalist Party militant, won rele~ 
ase on $55,000 bail in the Bronx. 

He was greeted by his wife Lydia and 
his six children as well as by 

number of spirited supporters from the 
Puerto Rican movement, Carlos appea- 
red to be in good spirits, despite his 
long imprisonment, 

His release is a major victory in the 
in the months long defense effort. the 
demand for his freedom has attracted 
broad support in the Puerto Rican 
community including such groups as 
the Nationalist Party, M.P.I., the 
Young Lords and £1 Comite as well as 
a number of professors, students, 
trade unionists and cler, 

Carlos Feliciano, a long tine 
supporter of Puerto Rican independence, 
was initially charged with several 
bombings attempts in New York where 
he had been living for ll years working 
two jobs to support his family, The 
Assistant District Attorney John Fine 
tried to link Carlos with terrorism 
and the Cuban government. 
set at $250,000, but later lowered 
to $175,000. The bail and the 
fraudulent nature of the charges 
were both a clear attack on Carlos! 
rights and the movement for Puerto 
Rican independence, 

The bail was recently lowered to 
$50,000 1n a court appearance by his 
lawyers William Kunstler and Conrad 
Lynn coupled with a demonstration 
by supporters, The trial which was 
supposed to begin on Sept.27th, has 
been postponed to Oct.lBth. With 
Carlos out on bail the defense effort 
can and will be expanded,
